THEOSOPHY ANO OCCULTI3M. 


W e will publish next Saturday the 
first of a series of papers entitled “ The­ 
osophy and Occultism in India,” w rit­ 
ten by Mr. George Frederic 
Parsons, 
late editor of the K ecord-U nion. 
The 
subjects 
to 
be 
discussed 
in 
these 
papers are the most important which the 
human mind can deal with. 
The question 
whether death ends a ll; whether, if there 
be an after life, it is progressive or other­ 
wise ; whether condnct determines destiny 
both here and hereafter ; whether men must 
reap as they have sown ; whether the mate­ 
rial civilization of the age is moving in the 
right direction; whether the W estern 
world has a monopoly of science ; whether 
the Orient may not have been, in Borne 
things, more faithful to true Philosophy; 
are all involved in the review of the new 
and strange movement described by Mr. 
Parsons. 
The challenge which Theosophy 
flings down to Spiritualism, moreover, is 
deeply significant, 
A time has almost 
been reached when the genuineness of the 
phenomena of Spiritualism has to be con­ 
ceded, and when the bigots of materialistic 
Science are driven, like Huxley, to shuffle 
ont the plain duty of serioua investi­ 
gation, by pretending that the phenomena, 
even if genuine, do not interest them. 
But too many millions of intelligent people 
are now familiar with the phenomena for 
the dogmatic denials of their reality put 
forward by the aforesaid scientific bigots to 
have any visible effect. 
The inquiry in 
fact has been shifted. 
It is no longer 
11 Are the phenomena genuine ?” but “ A te 
they the effects of the causes postulated by 
the Spiritualists ?" This is the gist of the 
contest between Theosophy and Spiritualism 
The former claims to have direct evidence 
for its positions. 
I t rests its assumptions 
upon the alleged experience of living men, 
who are said to have acquired a command 
over natural laws which enables them to 
penetrate the secrets of nature. 
I t is man­ 
ifest that if such claims can be established 
they must afford a better basis for 
a philosophical system than the indirect, 
vague and too often contradictory and cop- 
fused doctrines of Spiritualism. 
From 
Aristotle to H erbert Spencer, the suprem­ 
acy of phenomena over reason has been 
asserted. 
“ Phenomena," said the former, 
“ are more to be trusted than the conclu­ 
sions of reason.” The latter observes, in 
treating of the assumptions of m etaphy­ 
sicians : “ Deliverances of consciousness 
are of two kinds—the one given through a 
process comparatively direct, the other 
given through a process comparatively indi­ 
rect. 
The masses of men take for granted 
th at when the two processes are at vari­ 
ance, those reached by the direct process 
must be accepted, and men of science, who 
use 
both processes to most purposes, 
agree with the masses of men in unhesitat­ 
ingly assuming the supremacy of the di­ 
rect process." 
Thus the phenomena of 
Spiritualism, decried and denied in vain, 
have established themselves in defiance of 
the idle reasoning which undertook to ex­ 
plain them out of existence.

COLLEGE 
SPORTS. 


Dr. McCosh Í3 out in defense of the 
proposition th at the colleges of the country 
Ehall themselves take charge of the com­ 
petitive games and sports of students, with 
a view of giving them a higher standard. 
It must be adm itted th at students will 
engage in them. 
They will not participate 
in exerciae for physical culture alone. 
Competitive sports only will interest them. 
But these too often supplant Btudy, and 
give a distaste for mental application. 
The happy mean, therefore, m ust be a t­ 
tained—the right relation cf athletic recre­ 
ation to study. 
Left to the students, this 
will not be properly ad ju sted ; but if 
added to the college regulations, if given 
official sanction, if the prizes and awards 
receive official recognition and bear the 
college stamp of dignity and value, the 
adjustm ent may be effected and the end 
desired attained. 
The only difficulty in 
the way is to secure the hearty co-opera­ 
tion of the student class. 
That class natu­ 
rally resents the interference of the Fac­ 
ulty with its sports. 
Illicit pleasures will, 
we fear, still be deemed the sweeter. 
B at 
we believe this desired supervision can be 
brought about without friction by giving 
the student class representation upon the 
college board of management th at must be 
erected to supervise the recreations. 
The 
chief aim must be to keep the praises and 
prizes of competitive exercise in games and 
contests subordinate to the loftier rewards 
of mental application. 
In this work the 
public and the press have a part to per­ 
form, which simply is to show by its ap­ 
plause th at it doeB not recognize the stu­ 
dent who pulls 
a 
successful 
oar, or 
manifests the greatest endurance in a 
physical contest, as a greater hero than 
his weaker brother who achieves the high­ 
est honors that follow conscientious study. 
In other words, the achievements of the 
college athlete must not be lauded above 
the victories of the college student,

CALIFORNIA 
WINES. 


The Nation says that the substitution 
of California for French winea is rapidly 
increasing ; the California wine-grower, or 
the merchant who buys from him, gives 
the California wine a foreign name for the 
purpose of finding a m arket for it, and it 
adds, this policy may, in a certain degree, 
be succeBBfnl, but it is after all a short­ 
sighted policy. 
If California wines con­ 
tinue to be sold under foreign labels they 
will never make a reputation of their own, 
bnt will be looked npon as cheats and 
counterfeits which ought not to appear on 
a gentleman’s table. 
Only when they as­ 
sert their worth in their own names will 
they be recognized as the equals of foreign 
products whenever they deserve it, and 
command p corresponding price. 


The report of a committee of the Board of Super­ 
visors, published by the Record-Unios in full on 
Saturday, shows that there has not been in the con. 
duct of county affairs in recently past years that 
economic administration there should hare been. 
The Assessor’s office has cost the people altogether 
too much ; the collection of licenses is paid for too 
liberally ; a loose way of making out claims has 
obtained ; the Courts have been too free in ordering 
short-hand work for a county so involved as is ours 
in financial difficulties; large sums have been ex­ 
pended withont proper letting of contracts and in 
defiance of law ; the County Hospital is a luxury' 
that needs the knife of reform applied with a firm 
hand ; too much is expended for " extra work,” an 
easy term liable to be used to cover extravagance ; 
interest has been paid by the county that it is held 
was not warranted by law, etc. Altogether the re­ 
port is not pleasant reading for taxpayers. Sacra­ 
mento county is in a financial strait, and nAds the 
haud of a strong and determined administration. It 
is very evident that the rule of the “ bosses” has 
not justified itself by its works.

H enry Y illard at S eattle. 
S e a ttle , April 2Ut.—Henry Villard, Pres­ 
ident of the Northern Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany, and the parfy accompanying him, 
arrived in this city last evening, and were 
given a very hearty reception, to which they 
responded in a most cordial manner. 
Mr. 
Villard to-day visited the Territorial Uni­ 
versity here, of which he is a substantial ben­ 
efactor, and declared his intention to con­ 
tinue bis assistance to that institution. 
He 
drove over the town and back to the lakes, 
and asserted that at no other place ou the Pa­ 
cific coast with which be was acquainted had 
there been such rapid growth since his previ- 
ons visit, in October, 1881. A t a meeting of 
the leading citizens to day, Mr. Villard ac­ 
cepted for the corporation represented by him 
a tender of §150,000 offered by the people as 
an inducement to build a line of railroad in 
the Cedar and Green River valleye, from 
fifteen to thirty miles distant, tapping a re­ 
gion rich in coal, timber and farm lands. He 
stated at the meeting that he would come 
again with his first train from New York 
over the completed line cf the Northern Pa­ 
cific in September next, when he expects to 
ride in his own car into tbe city.

The Record Us ion was tbe first journal on tbe 
coast to suggest that should it be established clearly 
that the dynamite plots are hatched in America, and 
the infamoua assassination policy sustained by or- 
gacU.tions within the United States, there should 
be State inquiry, with a view of a possible amend­ 
ment of the whole series of treaties, and an adjust 
ment of the international code to provide for the 
suppression of such organizations, and the extradi­ 
tion of dynamite assassins and instigators. It ap­ 
pears that the State Department is already consider, 
ing the gravity of tbe problem, and now come the 
leading Eastern journals, and with but rare excep­ 
tions, all suggesting the thought that this country 
will iu common decency be compelled to seriously 
consider the projioeition to unite with other nations 
to crash oat these dynamite conspiracies.

" Citizens of the Democratic persuasion, who as­ 
sumed a tew months ago that they had possession 
of the country, irrespective of any sort of policy or 
a total absence of principles, have already discov­ 
ered that the Republican party has restored its 
ranks, and is in line across the continent,"

developed that the demands for the coin were f tr

It is gratifying to note that the arrangements are 
now complete at San Francisco for the accommoda­ 
tion of all the Knights Templar who are to come 
out in August next to attend the Conclave. There 
never should have been any friction about the m at­ 
ter. The attendance will be lessened by the unfor­ 
tunate trouble with the hotels at the outset. 


By the Granada, which arrived at San 
Francisco Saturday, we have received dates 
of the Panama Star and Herald to the 29th 
of March : 
Another violation of Chilean territory 
has occnrred near Lima, Argentine soldiers 
haviDg entered a Chilean cattle farm and 
Btolen cattle and killed a peasant. 
Minister Patridge left Lima on the 24th 
for the United States. 
His departure is 
much regretted by Chileans and Peruvians 
alike. 
* 
On the 14th of March eighty cavalry 
left Tacna in pursuit of 260 Peruvian H us­ 
sars under Commandant Salcedo. 
They 
had killed two Chileans and wonnded a 
Peruvian in a neighboring valley. 
Three 
Hussars and Lientenant-Colonel Ortiz were 
killed, the rest dispersed. 
I t is said Spain seems to cherish the de­ 
sire of offering her mediation in the pres­ 
ent war by appointing Plenipotentiaries to 
Santiago and Lima, but the belligerents, it 
is believed, will have arrived at a settle­ 
ment before the mother country can inter­ 
fere. 
Fears are entertained at Valparaiso that 
the two Peruvian cruisers, Diogenes and 
Socrates, which have contrived to leave 
Kiel for Southampton, may be provided 
with Peruvian letters patent to capture 
guano ships consigned to the Compagnie du 
Pacifique. 
On the 17th of February in Arauco, near 
Lonquimai, occnrred a slight fracas be­ 
tween two parties of Chilean and Argentine 
troops, in which six Chileans were killed 
and three wonnded, and of the Argentines 
one officer and two men were killed. 
CENTRAL AMERICA. 
President Cardenas, the newly-elected 
President of Nicaragua, was duly inau­ 
gurated on March 1st. 
His message has 
produced a most excellent impression. 
The Leon Railroad is progieasing rapidly. 
I t is now rnnning nine miles beyond Leon, 
aBd it is expected that by the U tter part of 
April it will be finished to Moebita, the 
terminus on Lake Managua. 
Ou the night of the 13th of March—the 
W iggins’ storm day—heavy rains were ex­ 
perienced at Acajutla, an exceptional cir­ 
cumstance at this time of tbe year. A con­ 
siderable amount of coffee was out and ex­ 
posed to tbe weather, but it is believed the 
rains will not have affected it.

Rev. Y.t. Bunn’s Idea of Hell—Rev. Dr. 
Ewlnell on Judgm ent for Bin, 


Regular services were held in alt the 
churches yesterday. Rev. B. Wise officiated 
at Pioneer Hall for Chebr&h KMusha Con­ 
gregation. A t the Sixth-street M. E. Church 
last evening Rsv. T. S. Dunn preached from 
the text, “ W hat is your life?” (Jas. iv, 
14). The subject of his discourse was sug­ 
gested by the awful calamity of Thursday 
night that hurried so many to an untimely 
grave. Lessons are to bs drawn from the acci­ 
dent relative to the construction and inspection 
of buildings. But the secular press was saying, 
and undoubtedly would say, all that is needed 
on that point. 
We have no right to judg6 
that when a calamity overtakes a man, it has 
aoy relation whatever to his moral character. 
The Savior rebuked that spirit whan he 
asked his followers if they thought the men 
on whom the tower fell were siDuars above 
all meD, and himself answered, “ I say nay.” 
W hat is our lif6 ? None can telL Philoso­ 
phy cannot answer. We are conscious of ex­ 
istence, but what is it ? Earthly life is a 
short epace of time. 
Time is duration, and 
so is eternity; but the former is measured 
duration, the latter unmeasurable duration, 
It is eternity broken off at both ends. 
Our 
iife is a little piece between the eternity of 
the past and the eternity of the future. The 
shortness of life i?, as the ^>;et says, as a 
dream. 
How striking are the hundreds of 
symbols of the brevity of life. 
But cone 
ate eo comprehensive and grand as those 
found 
in 
the 
Bible. 
It 
telia 
us 
life “ ¡3 a vapor that passeth away.” Who 
has cot seen the mists of the vallt^’ vanish be­ 
fore tbe rays of the sun ? “ I t is as a weavei’s 
shuttle.” Yes, as a shuttle, flying swif-.ly 
back and forth through the warp ; a shuttle 
carrying the thread of life, and weaving pat­ 
terns never to fade. 
I t is “ a shadow that 
pisseth away.” How tbe shadow?, clear de­ 
fined, of rock and tree and form, vanish when 
a dark cloud sweeps across the face of the 
sun. 
It is as “ an eagle that hasteth to its 
prey.” The eagle hovers above the ocean, 
and suddenly darts like an arrow to the wave 
and seizes its victim. 
It is “ as a swift sail­ 
ing ship.” The swift ship of life leaves the 
port of youth, passes the tahle-lauds of man­ 
hood, and eBters all too quickly the dark wa­ 
ters in the'harbor of death. 
Our life is uscertaiu. 
We know not that 
we shall live to tbe morrow. I t ceems at 
first that we , ought to know, since it 
is so Bhort, what its length is to be. 
But it is best, and reason tells us so, that we 
do not live in that knowledge. 
If we are to 
ba crushed beneath falling roof end wall, 
how much better that we dwell not in the 
agony of its contemplation, shudderingly ex­ 
pecting its consummation. 
Men say : “ If 
we knew, we would prepare.” Christ said: 
“ Watch ! for ye kuow not the hour.” Be 
ready, then, at all times. 
Our life is short, 
our end uncertain—close tiro Bible and that 
is all there is of it, all we know or can know. 
It is a shallow answer to the question of the 
text, but with the Bible closed it is all that 
can be given by priest, philosopher or reason. 
But I open the Bible and it tells me “ life is 
short; ” ye?, but Bhort here only ; “ the end is 
uncertain ; ” yes, but that end is the beginning 
of an endless existence beyond. You look upon 
your child; ah ! the sweet consolation, it will 
live forever. 
Is life a shadow ? but it will 
become a reality; is it a dew-drop before the 
sun ? yep, but it will become a spaikiing 
diamond of light 
never to b i dimmed. 
Is it a swift-sailing ehip? Yes, but it will 
paEs upon a boundless ocean, eternally pa­ 
cific, and where gentle gales shall forever 
swell its sails, beyond the narrow strait of 
death. Then let the end be uncertain. Let 
the worm die. 
I know the chrysalis bears 
fife. Let it spin about it its silken coffin ; 
from it shall spring new fife. Life is a state 
of probation in which to improve tho moral 
nature and prepare for a better fife. So, if 
we are not preparing and prepared, the result 
must be one of dire consequences. All thmgs 
begin in a probationary state. We have light 
and knowledge just as we study acd enlarge 
the capacity for them. Childhood is the pro­ 
bation for youth, and vou'h for manhood, 
and manhood for old age, and old age for the 
now fife beyond. 
We are driven to it by 
rtasoa and example that fife here is proba­ 
tionary for one hereafter. The Bible teaches 
it, and it accords with reason and human de­ 
sire and aspiration. 
I t teaches that we may 
so live here as to regret it hereafter. 
So

as to legret it the next. Is there a future pro­ 
bationary state ? I do not know. 
I do not 
believe there i?. 
1 believe there is a great 
impassable guif, and they who go beyond 
cannot return to us ; no, wo go to them save 
through death. 
I see men beyond the intel­ 
lectual gulf between ignorance and knowl­ 
edge. 
They thirst to pass over to fight, but 
have eo live! that they may not. 
You say it 
is not benevolent to hold that but one proba­ 
tionary state is allotted. 
If another were 
given, why may we think a man neglecting 
the first will improve the second ? He enteied 
on the first free from bond of habit, with 
keen sensibilities, his moral perceptions not 
blunted. 
If he ends it hardened and cold 
and sinful, why ehall we believe ho will pass 
from that state into a second probationary 
period prepared to do better therein ? Repeti­ 
tion of acts tend to fixedness of character. If 
oue ent6r on a second probation bound by the 
cables of habit, shall he moro easily shake 
them off. The law of fife is, that a3 we walk 
in the fight given, so shall more light open to 
us. Every step in advance makes the next 
easier; every retrogression makes recovery 
more difficult. 
I believe in no material fires 
of hell. The scorching fires that wo feel here 
are of those we shall endure hereafter. 
If a 
second probation were preached how many 
would be saved by improving the first? Very 
few. 
How many Christians started saying, 
“ Cod is good, I am vile ; I will sin no inore 
because of these things ? Very few, I think. 
But most Btarted because they feared perdi­ 
tion. I t is not pleasant to say, but it is true. 
So fear has a place in religioD, and with pen­ 
itence and peace, fear gives place to love. 
Let us so five as to attain to that state of 
love and that hope, peace and light hereafter. 
It makes no difference how we die, but all the 
difference in the world how we five. 
Are we 
living for Christ? Can we say, I five, “ yet 
not I,” as Paul said, “ but Christ in me ?”

Dr. Dwinell, at the Congregational Church, 
preached in the morning upon the subject of 
judgment for sin, dividing the topic in Its 
consideration into open and known sins or 
crimes, some of which in their extreme re­ 
pugnances and atrocity even nature discloses 
the hiding of the cutpritB, and retribution is 
not delayed ; and the other class, those which 
are hidden and known only perhaps to the 
stricken conscience cf the offender, until he 
has passed the bennds of the present life. 
After enlarging upon these two phases of hu­ 
man action, calling for and receiving each its 
retributive reward of punishment, the way of 
escape through the terms of the Gospel were 
pointed out and applied. 
Daring the speak­ 
er’s treatment cf that portion of his subject 
referring to the open and great sine, the fol­ 
lowing allusion was made to the bloody Em­ 
peror of Rome : 
“ Nero,” said the speaker, “ was a remark­ 
able instance of one whose sins were open be­ 
forehand, going before to judgment. His 
sins covered all the characteristics which 
have 
been mentioned. 
They were 
un­ 
concealed, 
and 
invited 
personal 
repri­ 
sals, 
and 
they 
were 
atrocious. 
Ven­ 
geance could not long 
delay. Nero is 
generally thought of 
as cruel, but he 
was more than that, he was cowardly and he 
was an esthetic ; and these traits not only 
colored his cruelty but led to it. His want 
of courage led him, when he was afraid of 
any person or felt any one was in hie way, to 
resort to murder or assassination to put him 
out of the way, rather than meet the trouble 
iu a bold, manly manner. Thus his own 
mother, step-mother, two wives and early 
friends, successful Generals, and a multitude 
of persons who crossed his whims, perished 
by his band or order, by assassination or open 
murder. 
I t was the eteaithy resort of a 
coward at the head of the Empire. 
His 
estheticism was of the realistic school, acd 
delighted in the actual sights of blood, and 
the writliiDgs and agonies of the dying. 
He made verses, played 
on 
the lyre, 
drove the chariot, attended the Olym­ 
pian 
games

were 
delayed two years 
to 
have 
the

gust presence^ of the Roman Emperor— 
won many prizes, and caused a sisger who 
outBang him and eclipsed his ' divine voice ’ 
to be murdered; and, on returning to Rome, 
made a triumphal entry, decoiated with his 
prizes and crowns, like a conqueror. 
It was 
the love of realistic beauty and grandeur that 
led him to express a desire to see a burning 
city, before Rome was burned; and that ltd 
to the general belief that he had caused it to 
be set on fire, when the fire raged for eix days 
and seven nights and destroyed more than 
two-thirds of the city, and during which he 
went upon the top of the tower to watch the 
sight, and sang to his lyre 1 The Burning of 
Troy.' When, to divert the cdium from him­ 
self of having set the city on fire, he tiisd to 
concentrate it on the moat icnacent class of 
his subjects, the Christians, be must punish 
them according to his conceptions, in the 
highest style of art, and make their death a 
grand esthetic display for Rome. 
‘ A great 
n altitude,’ says Tacitus, ‘were condemned. 
Some were nailed to ctoaics, others were 
sawed nt> in skins of bears and wolves and 
other wild beasts, and left to be torn to death 
by famished and infuriated dogs iu the am­ 
phitheater, in the presence of twei 17 thou- 
-and spectator*. Others were put in sacks 
fil'ed and ►mirched with pitch, placed iu oot- 
spicuou? an! artistic positions in the gardeis 
of the Emperor, and tired as torches at night, 
to illuminate a ghostly chariot race in which 
Nero mingled as a charioteer.’ 
“ To gratify what he considered his esthetic 
lusts and passioca, rapacity was added to 


o u lty, and he ravaged the provinces and 
the wealthy citizens, rebuilding Rome with 
bioader streets and in greater magnificence, 
and pushing up on the hot ashes of the city 
hi? ‘ golden house,’ which surpassed, for 
C-s ly and gorgeous display, any structure in 
ancient times, and which had in the vestibule 
a statue of himself 125 feet high. 
When ho 
was in it he said, ‘Now I am lodged like a 
human being.’ 
“ Such crimes were leading the young 
artist swiftly to judgment. Says Farrar, in 
‘ Early days of Christianity,’ from which I 
have condensed moet of these facts, ‘ The 
pir was full of prodigies ; there were terrible 
storm s; the plague wrought fearful ravages; 
rumors spread from lip to lip ; men spoke_ of 
monstrous births; of deaths by lightning 
under strange circumstances; of a brszsn 
statue 
of 
Nero 
melted by the flash, 
and of sudden darkeoings of the sun. 
A hurricane devastated Campania; comets 
blazed in tbe heavens; earthquakes shook the 
ground. On all sides were traces of deep un­ 
easiness and superstitious terror.’ Christians 
and pagans alike thought that 1 the hour of 
their deliverance from a ty ranDy so monstrous 
and disgraceful was near at hand.’ Rebellion 
after rebellion broke o u t; first in Germany, 
thou in Spain; and then all the Generals and 
aimies deserted his cauie. 
At one time, on 
hearing lha new?, he fainted ; at another, he 
was aBgry, and kicked over the table where 
he was feasting, an! prepared poison and put 
it in a golden box, for instant use when 
needed! 
At last ‘ he disd,’ says Farrar, • the 
death of a dog.’ Barefooted,_ and with a 
faded coat thrown 
over 
him, 
ho _ hid 
his 
head 
and 
face _ in 
a_ 
kerchief, 
and 
fled 
from 
the 
city 
with 
only four attendant?, to the house of a freed 
maa of his, four miles away ; crept towards 
the house through a muddy reed-bed, aud 
crawled in through an aperture on his hands 
and feet into a slave chamber.’ I quote fiom 
Farrar tho closing scene : ‘ The wretch who, 
without a pang, had caused so many brave 
Romans and innocent Christians to be mur­ 
dered,could not summon up resolution to die. 
He devised every operatic incident of which he 
could think. Wheu even his meat degraded 
slaves urged him to have sufficient manliness 
to save himself fiotn the fearful infamies 
which otherwise awaited him, he ordered his 
grave to be dug and fragments of marble to 
be collected far its adornment, and water and 
wood for his funeral pyre, perpetmliy whin­ 
ing, ‘W hat an artist to perish !’ Meanwhile 
a courier arrived with dispatches for Ph iori, 
Nero snatched the dispatches out df his hand, 
and read that the Senate had decided that he 
should be punished in the ancestral fashion as 
a public enemy. 
Asking what the ancestral 
fashion was he was informed that he would 
be stripped naked an ! scourged to death with 
rods, with his head thrust into a fork. Hor­ 
rified at this he seized two dagger?, and after 
theatrically tryirg their edges Bheathed them 
again, with the excuse that the fatal moment 
had not yet arrived. Then he bade Sporu? 
begin to sing his funeral song, 8nd begged 
Borne one to Bhcw him haw to dio, Even bis 
own intense shame at his cowardice was an 
insufficient Btimnlus, and he whiled awsy the 
time in vapid epigrams and poinpouB quota­ 
tions. The sound of horses hoofs then broke 
on his ears, and rendering one more Creek 
quotation he held the dagger to his throa?, 
and it was driven home by Epaphroditus, 
one of bis literary slaves. 
“ So the atrocious and kingly crimes and 
vices of the sensuous, cowardly, cruel, melo­ 
dramatic, esthetic Nero drew him on, like a 
reluctant bullock, to judgment. 
So he died, 
and Farrar adds, * The bystanders were hor­ 
rified with the way in which his eyes seemed 
to be starting out of bis head in a rigid stare.’ 
That was the beginning ! His Bin3 goirg be­ 
fore to judgment, and dragging him after.”

TEE OBSEQUIES, 


Yesterday the remaieBoi five of tin victims 
of Friday morning's catastrophe were laid in 
their kst resting-places. 
In the morning at 10 o’clock, the funeral of 
Lawrence Miller took place from the resi­ 
dence of Mrs. Matthew N. Wood, on K 
street, between Eleventh and Twelfth. 
A 
large number of the frienda of deceased were 
present, and followed the remains to the 
gravo. 
The mother and other relatives ar­ 
rived from Co! usa county on Saturday. The 
Bervicea were conducted by H. G. May, The 
pall-bearers were the employes of the market 
where the deeeosed bad worked. 
At 2 P. m. the funeral services over the re­ 
mains of John Hitzenberger, Henry 
F. 
Schweitzer and Henry Hopfe, were held at 
Turner Hall. Lm g before the hour set for 
the services to b:gin the hall was packed 
with friends of the deceased. 
There were 
maoy who could not gain admittance, and 
they, with the crowd of curious people, com­ 
pletely filled the sidewalk and street for a 
block 
either 
way 
from 
the 
hall. 
A 
detachment 
of 
sixteen 
men from each 
military 
company 
had 
been 
ordered 
out by the regiment commander to act as an 
escort, but the companies turned out 200 
strong, with Lieutenant-Colonel Guthrie in 
command. They formed at Armory Hall 
and marched to the place of the funeral. The 
three bodies arrived simultaneously, and ac­ 
companying each were carriages tilled with 
floral offering». They were taken into the 
hall and the three coffins were placed side by 
side. 
In the midst of the floral pieces cover­ 
ing the coffin containing the remains of Henry 
Schweitzer laid the cornet which was found 
on his arm when be was t|ken from the debris. 
Rev. Dr. C. Taubner conducted the ser­ 
vices. 
His eloquent and sympathetic dis­ 
course showed deep thought. 
His text was 
selected from the Gospel of St. Mark, 13ih 
chapter, 35th to 37th verses: “ Watcb, ye, 
therefore, for you know not wh6n the Lord of 
the house cometb ; at even, or at midnight, 
or at the cock crowing, or in the morning. 
Lest, coming on a sudden, He find you sleep­ 
ing. And what I Bay to you I Bay to all, 
watch.” After discoursing on the-above text 
he further remarked that one could rather 
press the hand of the mourners and in silent 
prayer recommend them to the invisible Com­ 
forter, who alone can give light in such dark- 
ipeaceinsuch heart-rendingiffliction. 
a. 
—Hv! upon the question that the world 
often asks, ‘'Why should it just happen 
so ?” he replied that the Almighty needs no 
defender; it is not the first time, nor will it 
be the last time, that Providence allows things 
to occur that seem to mortal man mysterious. 
The singing was by a seleot choir from the 
V erein-Eintracht. 
At the close of the services the cortege 
formed in the following order : Military, led 
by the Hussar band of nineteen pieces; Red 
Jacket Tribe, No. 28, Imp. O. R. M., includ­ 
ing many members irom other Tribes; Verein 
Eintraeht; Sacramento Lodge, Ne.2,1. O. O. 
F.; California Lodge, No. 1,580, Knights of 
Honor; hearses bearing the remains, each 
followed by mourners in carriages; a long 
line of carriages and citizena on foot. 
The 
Íirocession when formed was one of the 
ongest that has been seen at a funeral in this 
city for soma time. The three remains were 
deposited in different portions of the ceme­ 
tery, and the Hussar band played at each 
grave, "Nearer my God to Thee.” The 
members of the Artillery band, who ap­ 
peared as mourners, also discoursed some 
music at the graves. 
The funeral of J. C. Ilademacher took 
place from Masonic Hall, Sixth and IC 
streets, at 3 p. M , under the auspices of 
Union Lodge, No. 58, F. and A. M., of 
which deceased was a member. 
Friendship 
Council, No. 65, O. C. F., aleo attended in a 
body. 
The prcc ?ssion arrived at the grave 
before the Hussar band had left the ceme­ 
tery, and the latter kindly volunteered to dis­ 
course some music at the grave. 
The remains of Thomas C, Brelsford, a 
victim of the disaster, still lies at the Cor­ 
oner’s office. He was a man past the prime 
of life, and has been in Sacramento for over 
a year, yet no ono knows where his friends or 
relatives reside. There is no one to shed a 
tear over his body or any one to place a 
flower on his coffin. He will probably be 
buried on Tuesday. 


S w in dlinob i» W eig h ts a nd M ea sures.— 
A gentleman residing in the city states that 
he has been scrutinizing the weights and 
measures of the Chinese hucksters that ped­ 
dle vegetables, fish, etc., from door to door, 
and finds that a systematic and constant 
practice of swindling through giving short 
weights is maintained, the degree of shortage 
being almost incredible. 
In following up the 
subject he purchased a small pair of scales 
and commerced weighing articles bought, 
and found the swindle amounted to from 
twenty-five to fifty per cent. For instance, 
salmon purchased for two pounds was found 
to weigh but one and one-fourth pounds. The 
Chinaman being asked to weigh it over again, 
did so, and by the Celestial’s sca'es was found 
to weigh one pound and three-quarters. This 
disclosed two facts. First, that the huckster 
used false scales, and second that he further 
falsified in the act of weighing. Housekeepers 
would do wel I, therefore, to wateh against beiDg 
thus swindled; and the propsr way to do so 
is to keep conveniently at nand’ balance or 
scales, and to test the weight whenever 
deemed suspicious. 
Unfortunately, however, 
the matter of short weights and measures 
does not apply alone to 
the "heatben 
Chinee,” for there are other dealers also who 
have scales and measures " which the same 
are peculiar.” And while wa are about driv­ 
ing out the Chinese money changers with a 
scourge of small ropes and scales, because of 
his shortcomirgs and taking in too many of 
our dimes without due equivalent, let us be 
cautious not to make a mistake and get par­ 
cels purchased from others than Chineas upon 
our scale», and bring upon ourselves the 
mortificition of discovering that the Ameri­ 
can pot has been calling the Chinese kettle

Coroner Clark Im panels a J u r y —Testl- 
. 
mony Taken. 
On Saturday evening Coroner Clark im­ 
paneled a jury to inquire into the cause of 
the death of the victims of Friday momieg’s 
disaster on K street. The jury ere as fol­ 
lows : George \V. Locke, William Miner, W. 
Í Ellis, John Ryan, R. A. Fisk, Richard Par­ 
ker, George O. Bates, M. S. Hammer, T. D. 
Scrivsr, M. Dusenbury. 
. The first witness Bworn was Isaac N. Haxt- 
stali. 
Ho testified: Am acquainted with 
premises 509, 511, 513 K street, covered by 
Grand Army Hall building ar.d Saenger Halla 
building ; was there on lire night of the dis­ 
aster, and when the building fell; I went to 
the rear end of the place in company with 
Fred Kidder for the purpose of seeing where 
the fire was; we could not get the rear door 
open, and while trying it, a man broke the 
glass 
in 
the 
door; there 
were some 
words between this man and Mr. Hit­ 
zenberger, one 
of 
the proprietors, and 
while this dispute was 
going on quite 
a 
crowd 
collected, 
and 
I 
started 
to go out the front door, and got about half 
way when the floor went down. The floor 
went down first, and nothing struck me until 
I was in the cellar. I managed to ífewi out, 
and, looking up, saw the moon and climbed 
out to the sidewalk on the front of the build­ 
ing. I think the floor went down slanting. 
Hitzenberger was standing on the west Bide 
of the saloon ; counter wad on the left-hand 
side as you enter the front door. I should 
judge there were about seventeen persons in 
the room, but there might have been more. 
L. W. Lucas, residing at 525 L street, 
sworn : Am brake.mac on railroad ; was in 
the rear part of the saloon mentioned when 
the fire was burning in the Campi Restau­ 
rant ; there was no fire in the saloon ; the 
building fell six or eight minutes after the 
fire broke out; the building went down bo 
suddenly that I know nothing scarcely about 
i t ; I went down head first, and laid there 
until I was taken out; never was in the sa­ 
loon before ; I turned in the fire alarm ; the 
row over the pane of glass was in progress 
when I went in ; I heard no explosion just 
before the building fell—heard no unusual 
noise ; would estimate that there were about 
twenty-five people in the saloon when the 
building fell. 
Frank A. Daroux, engineer of steamer No. 
1, sworn : The alarm came in at 12:15; was 
at the fire about two minutes after the alarm 
came in ; am familiar with the Grand Army 
Hall building ; helped to get the men out of 
thebuiiding; I got the engine started, and 
then heard two distinct crashes, as if two 
heavy bodies had fallen ; went to the build­ 
ing, and assisted by officer Jackson and oth­ 
ers we got out six or seven men, some of 
whom got up and walked off. The first body 
found was that of Hitzenberger; the second 
was that of an old manjwho was afterward 
learned to be Brelsford. 
The side walls ap­ 
peared to be unsafe, and Coroner Clark and 
Chief Karcher ordered us out; I went home 
and changed my clothes and then went back 
and found Oliver Jackson digging in the de­ 
bris for a dog ; I assisted him, and then went 
home and went to bed. Next morning we 
found

had to cut the roof first and then the floor; 
Hopfe was between the floor and the roof; 
Rsdemacher was covered with mortar and 
brick, and there did not appear to be any 
timbers on the body; all the dead men were 
nearer to the west side than to the oast, ex­ 
cepting Brelsford, who was nearer the east 
side, and the furthest one toward the rear. 
They all appeared as though the men were in 
the act of going out of the room. Brelsford 
appeared to have been trymg to get under 
the billiard table, and a pcrffbn of the table 
was on his head. 
I could walk under the 
floor, which reclined against the east wall, by 
stooping a little; the roof wA3 broken in the 
center in the fall; She debris was on top of 
the roof, near the center; heard no report, 
but heard £Wo sounds, as of two separate 
bodies falling ; it was about ten minutes after 
we got a stream on before the crash; the 
crash sounded like two distinct bodies fall­ 
ing, and not like an explosion; it may have 
been ten minntes after the alarm before I 
heard the reports. 
John Miller, of Fritz & Miller, was sworn 
for the purpose of identifying the remains of 
the victims. 
VV. F. MoFadden, of the Union House, 
sworn : Thomas P. Brelsford is the name of 
the old man who wa3 killed in the accident 
Friday morniDg ; he camelo the hotel in No­ 
vember, 1881 ; judge he wa3 about *15 or 50 ; 
has no relatives that I know o f; he was a 
machinist, employed in the railroad shops. 
Officer JackBoc, sworn : I helped to exca­ 
vate the bodies from the debris ; we took out 
say ten men alive; the bodies were all facing 
toward the front of the building; I think 
Daroux was mistaken about Miller having 
been under the floor ; all that were alive were 
taken out from the east side of the building; 
the dead bodies were either all in the center 
or on the west side; in my opinion the west 
side went down first; there was about twenty 
feet of wall above the roof of the saloon 
building; I heard some one say that the mu­ 
sicians rushed for their horns when the first 
alarm came, 
W. F. Knox, 8worn : Examined the wreck 
the morning after the accident; saw G, A. R. 
Hall when building; it wa3 a cheap building, 
with 8-inch w alls; the buildings on botn 
Bides of the saloon were built after the saloon; 
the Becond story of the hall building was 
built on top of the fire-wal! of the siloon ; 
that wall fell and broke off just at that 
point; proper construction did not require the 
firc-wall to be torn down before being built 
on ; the cement should be scraped off first, or 
in case of the wall falling it would break off 
on that line ; the mortar was such as is used 
in cher.p buildings; can’t satisfy myself as to 
the cause of the falling; it looks to me like 
there mu3t have been an explosion to force 
the walls ; there were no anchors, and when 
the wall fell it made a clear break; the joistB 
were 3x12, and wore put in with a view of 
adding a second story ; the falling wall broke 
the joists near the west side, and could not 
have been forced down unless they had been 
broken ; it was not the kind of a wall to 
Btick together in chunks when it fell; if 
there had been an explosion the wall would 
have been carried out together ; it evidently 
came oat together ; if it were otherwise some 
of the bricks would have been found in the 
hall; there were no anchors at all in the wall; 
saw no evidence of an explosion ; saw no in­ 
dications of water in the hall; saw a small 
opening where the fire had burned through ; 
the walls were built with straight joints, so 
as not to interfere in settling with the adjoin­ 
ing building ; there could have been no jar 
by the number in the saloon compared with 
the danciDg which has taken place in the 
hall; if any jar would throw the wall down, 
dancing in the second story would be more 
likely te do it than the movements in the sa­ 
loon nearer to the ground ; a colored brick­ 
layer and a carpenter Darned Harris built 
Grand Army Hall. It was noticed by me­ 
chanics at the time that the building was a 
cheap affair ; I didn’t consider the building a 
safe one; if it had been anchored at the 
corners it would have been safer ; it looks as 
though there had been some concussion cr 
explosion to throw the wall 
out, but 
what 
made 
it 
fall 
I 
can not say ; 
a disturbance in the saloon could not have 
shaken the wall of the hall building. The 
saloon building was built twenty years ago, 
and the hall building in 1868 or 1869; the 
timbers in the saloon building were not 
rotten, and the floor could not have been 
broken through by the people in the aaloon. 
N. Fisher sworn : There was a portion of 
the property of the Knight3 of Uoner Lodge 
under the stage, and some of it was burned ; 
was the last man to leave the building on 
Thursday night, and it is my business to shut 
up the room and put out the lit ht. I put it 
out that night. 
The flame which had been 
under the stage could not have entered from 
the floor. There were no explosives iu the 
room, and there was no sign of an explosion 
having taken place. The only evidence that 
there bad been any water in the room was 
that a little bay under the building was 
damp, but the floor was not wet, 
I left 
about one hour and a half before the accident. 
There were 25 or 30 people there, but there 
was no danciug. There could have been no 
explosion of sewer gas, for there is no waj»for 
it to get into the building; am satisfied that 
tbe gss was shat off that night. 
J. J. Keegan sworn: Saw the fire from my 
room in the Metropolitan building. Ahont 
the time the fire was put cut there was a 
flash of light from the rear portion of Army 
Hall, and immediately after the wall fell. 
The tire came out under the eaves with a 
crackling sound, and was followed by a dull 
boom. This was about ten minutes after the 
fire started. 
Tbe alarm was not turned in 
very soon. 
W. H. H. Willey was sworn, and testified 
to haviog found that some cf the furniture of 
the Knights of Honor, which was under the 
stage in the G. A. R. Hall, had been burned, 
he was with Mr. Fisher when the gas was 
shut eff in the evening, and ia positive that 
it was turned off. 
W. F. Bateman sworn: Have charge of 
Grand Army H all; the upper portion has a 
separate gas meter; the hail is used on Mon­ 
day evening by the Forester», on Taesday 
evening by the Verein-Eintracht, on Wednes­ 
day evening by a lodge of Chosen Friends, 
on Thursday evening by the Knights of 
Honor, on Friday evening by a lodge of 
Chosen 
Friemls, 
on 
Saturday evening 
by Sumner 
Post, G. A. R., and on 
Sunday evening by the Land League ; 
there are three windows in the rear of tbe 
hall; the stage comes half way up the win­ 
dows ; the panes are all intact; heard alarm 
3?, and got up, but could eee no fire; soon 
heard a crash ; I went down to the G A. R 
Hall, acd into the hall, which was full of 
smoke; found in front of the stege a 1st of 


straw with a spark of fire on it, and put it 
out; when the men were about to stop work 
I heard groans in the ruins, and spoke of i t ; 
to be certain went up nto the ball and heard 
the groans sgain ; ame dawn and found the 
men had quit work, and I went home ; know 
there must have been fire under the stage ; 
there were no explosives in the building, ex­ 
cepting a small portion in a saucer, and that 
has been taken out since. 
^ E. F. Woodward, sworn: Examined the 
G. A. R. building on Friday morning; the 
west wall was an eight-inch wall; below the 
first story it is twelve inches ; can only see 
two explanations of the fall; if the roof of 
the saloon fell it would act as a pry to pull 
down the wall, the rafters going into the 
w all; the other theory is that some internal 
force pushed the wall out; there was no 
weight from above sufficient to cause the walls 
to fall; looked under the stage before the 
chair was taken out, and Baw two or three 
spots which had been charred; the part 
which is said to have gone first is near the 
stage ; it Beems to me that an explosion would 
have ieft some signs in the ball; the mortar 
had been evidently laid on without wetting 
tbe brick, in wich case it would not set prop­ 
erly ; no anchors could bs eeen; the mortar 
used in the wall was of a fair quality. 
At this point a further examination was 
continued until this evening at 7:30 o’clock, 
District Attorney Carey, who was conduct' 
ing the examination, stating that he wished 
to examine some witnesses who were not 
present.

‘U el Jack 
H ays, the Texas Banger, 


Gone O ver th e R iver, 
. 
Saturday afternoon Colonel Jack Hays, 
the Texan ranger, died at his residencs 
near Piedmont. 
He had been sick for a 
long while, and hia death was not unex­ 
pected. 
Colonel John Coffee Hays was a 
native of Wilson county, Tenn., where he 
was bom in 1817. He was bred on a farm, 
but at the early age of IS years he struck 
out for Texas and enlisted under General 
S».m Houston. 
When Texas was made an 
independent State by Houston, the rangers 
were organized. Afterward, ^ when the 
State was admitted to the Union, a small 
regular sreny W3» organized from this well- 
tried band, and Colonel Hays was placed 
ia command. At the outbreak cf the Mex­ 
ican war he led his raDgtrp, who did very 
effective wm k, especially at the battle oi 
Monterey. 
When the war ended with the 
surrender of the Mexican commander, 
General Sinta Ana, the latter was intrust­ 
ed to the charge cf Colonel Hays. 
The 
California go'd fever fallowed hard upon 
the close of the Mexican war, and Colonel 
Hays was one of the first to set hi3 face to­ 
ward the promised land of fortune. 
He 
reached San Francisco in 18-40, and was at 
once nominated by the People’s party as 
the first Sheriff of the young city. 
His 
reputation in Texas stood him in good stead, 
and bo was elected by a large majority and 
served for four years. 
After retiring from 
office be bought, with others, a largo tract 
of land, on which Oakland now stands. He 
had great faith in the future city which 
would bo established on the eastern shore 
of the bay, and he proceeded with Caper- 
ton, his partner, to map out the site of the 
city of Oakland and to disposo of many of 
the town lots. 
President Pierce in 1853 
appointed Colonel Hays United States Sur­ 
veyor-General. 
For many years Colonel 
Hays has lived with his family on a farm 
near Piedmont. 
Ha has been actively en­ 
gaged in business in Oakland, and has been 
a prominent Democrat. 
In person he was 
of slender figure and medium height, and 
his appearance gave little indication of the 
adventurous life ho had led.

what was transported. 
How much did you get apiece for what 
you don’t know you transported ?

Oh ! $10 in one place, and $12 at an­ 
other. 
I used the wagon my brother 
formerly had. 
Did you ever look in the wagon to see 
the “ things?” 
No. 
I had a man to do that, a colored 
man. 
Is the business flourishing now ? 
Not so well. 
It never has been so terri­ 
bly flourishing since I took it. 
Terribly Jluuriehimj, madam, is good; 
very good. 
Who paid you? 
Thomas Marsh. 
For carrying little ones, too ? 
I carried some, and he paid me. 
Didn’t he refuse to pay for “ little 
stiffs ?” 
# 
No ; he said he’d pay for big and little. 
Wbere did the wagon load ? 
I don’t know. 
Marsh knows. 
Will you swear the “ things ” you have 
been talking about transporting were not 
dead bodies from the Tewksbury Alms­ 
house?” 
I don’t know. 
And so the horrible examination goes on. 


THE IMAGE CASE. 
Of course yon have also heard of the 
image case of Lizzie Gannon against the 
Catholic Archbishop and a priest Darned 
Fleming. 
A girl aged 13 had epileptic fits 
and traDces and swoons. 
She claimed to 
see spirits of the dead and talk with them. 
She had a box of card-board images of 
chernbs, which she called angels, and to 
these she talked and sang and was deeply 
attached. These paper figures had a quiet­ 
ing influence upon her. 
The priest took 
away the imageé, and the girl became de­ 
spondent and fell into speechlessnees, lost 
her sight and is hopehesly prostrate. 
For 
this was the suit brought by the girl’s mother 
for $5,000 damages. 
Tim Archbishop 
showed that he had nothing to do with the 
case, and the euit, as to him, was set aside. 
It is a strange case.indeed. As you have by 
this time heard, tha jury gave, a verdict for 
the nominal sum of one cent for plaintiff. 
The priest, it was proven, laid hands on the 
girl, and sought by prayer to exorciss the 
evil one, and was very earnest in his en­ 
deavors. 
It was testified tc that the girl 
was subject to “ stigmata ” or hleediDg 
from the pores in the feet, side, forehead 
and palms of the hand, which the super­ 
stitious believe to have been manifestations 
of the sufferings on the cross—a supersti­ 
tion, I hardly need eay, sensible people can 
scarcely comprehend the utter folly of. 


PROHIBITION,

Of theBe, 150,000 books were 
given to the city by over 13,000 well dis­ 
posed donors, while something above $11S,- 
000 in cash has been bestowed from private 
purses on this library, and $60,000 we 
know of are to come in soon. 
You will 
agree with ns that we have reason to be 
proud of such »u institution, and hope for 
a fitting caeket for such a treasure.

Id musical circles there is less activity than 
neual in the spring. In literary walks there 
Í3, however, much vitality, and new books, 
conference*, lecture*, debate*, eto., are an- 
nennced by the yvbolesale.
